MONTANA'S CATTLE RANGES. 


The vast area of land in Montana, 
which is exactly suited and.could 


pose other than for cattle growing, | 
will always attract and secure the 
large cattle grower. Then again its | 
climate, and native grasses insure 
success, The presence of hard 

buffalo attest this fact. The herds 


of Montana have been bred with 
great care from thestart. The cows | 
were obtained from Oregon and the 
bulls from [Illinois and Kentucky. 
Replenishing the blood of the herd 
is constantly resorted to in cattle as 
well as in horses. In consequence 
the animals will soon rival those 
bred in Ohio and IIIinois. The 
Winters of Montana are long and 
sometimes severe, but the young 
stock are acclimatized and in the 
Spring come out in good condition, 
oftentimes a the entire 
Winter outside of the sight of man, 


DYING OF HUNGER AND COLD. 


This is not so, however, with the 
Texas cattle, coming from a warmer 
climate, and in many instances 
being hay-fed during the coldest 
weather, they easily succumb to 
— and cold. An instance re- 
cently came under our notice where 
a herd of 5,000 head perished in 
three months. They were hur- 
riedly driven from Texas, drriviug 
on their Montana range late in the 
Fall in a poor condition. Now, a 
genuine Montanian isa “rustler’’— 
to use the purlance of this section— 
consequently, when the snow and 
wind come they seek the seclusion 
of a sheitered ravine, and iu the 
thick pine protect themselves from 
the cold. haystack is unknown, 
and upon theside bills, always bare, 
they pick up sustenance from the 
nutritious grasses. Of late it has 
become the custom of ranchmen to 
cut bay from year to year in readi- 
ness for a severe Winter. The nu- 
trition and colour of the grasses are 
constantly retained, owing to their 
peculiar variety and the absence of 
rains. The streaks of alkali fur- 
nish substitute for salt, and, in 
short, if there is a land better 
adapted to stock growing I have 
failed to find it. 


BRANDING THE CALVES.
